NEW YORK, January 31.—Samuel Ward 
McAllister was born sixty-four years ago 
in Savannah, Ge. He prided himself upon 
hts Southern birth; the length of his ances- 
try, and of his social success.

politan society. 

Leaving Savannah he settled in Newport, 
R. I., and made the fashionable popularity 
of that place.

He 
was graduated from Yale, and went to San 
Frantisco in the fall of 1852. Western

The night was dark, 
it then being about 9 o'clock, but they 
had the place intended for their operations 
marked by a fire. Their horses were 
near by and it seems probable they rode 
to the place before that time, built. the 
fire. left their horses and walked to Wil- 


cox to take the train. 


“The situation at this time was that 
the express car was in the rear, with the 
baggage and mail car next, my end of it 
being next to the locomotive. The robbers 
vounded vigorously on the door of the 
express car, but got no response, as the 
messenger had left the coach soon aftc! 
it was uncoupled from the rest of the 
train. They did not wait many seconds 
before they began to force the door with 
sledge hammers. In that way tacy finally 


ovened it. 


“They worked without taiking much 
above a whisper, and started io blow open 
the safe. In order to do this they piled 
bags of the Mexican dollars on the dyna- 
mite against the safe. Again and again 
they fired a blast without much effect. 
When firing they would light a fuse and 
retreat behind a corner of ihe car till 
after the axplosion. The shots were fired 
dellderate 1 and must have been about ten 
minutes gepart. The robbers were thus 

te about an hour. ‘hey kept 
the engineer under close watch all the 
while, and it was not till they had ex- 
hausted their explosives and fired the 
seventh blast that they were able to force 
the safe open. The explosions scattered 
the ‘adobe’ dollars in all directions, and 
I could hear them dropping on the roof 
over me for nearly fifteen seconds after

“The men talked civilly with the en- 
Sineer. They said they were out of money 
and were resolved to take desperate 
chances. They asked if he had anything to 
eat, but when he he said he had only a 
sandwich, they told him to let it go, for 
he might want it himself. After the last 
explosion they hurried away, not forget- 
ting, however, to say good-by to the en- 


gineer. 


“I could see four of them riding away, 
and they appeared to be carrying some 
booty with them. They kept Zigler away 
trom the locomotive so long that it was al- 
most ‘dead’ when they left. I was expect- 
int they would demand admission to my 
car and I took the trouble to put my watch 

and some other articles which might be of 
value where they would not readily find 
them. They made me open the door just 
before they left, and a voice from behind 
a bush a few feet away remarked that 1 
had better keep pretty d—-- quiet, which 
I did. After the men left there was not 
much delay in backing two miles to the

When the robbers had finished their 
work and the engine and mail and express 
cars had been backed to the passenger 
coaches and coupled, the whole train 
backed to Wilcox, where, in what seemed 
an incredibly short time, a posse was or- 


ganized to pursue the robbers. 


“The country about the town is rough 
and mountainous, and with a fair start the 
bandite would have a good chance of out- 
distancing their pursuers. They went 
south and from what I could learn, I do 
not think there was any opportunity for 
them to throw their pursuers off the trai: 
by taking a circular course and going in 
another direction. I suppose that by this 
time the robbers have crossed the Mexican 


line.“ 


Capt. Henry Heep of the El Paso 
was also aboard the train. He was hag a 
smoker at the time, and for quite a while 
nobody there knew what was taking place. 

“We didn't know what was up,” said 
he, “until the conductor came in and told 
us it was a hold-up. He left and started 
back for Wilcox, three miles away. When 
the car stopped we continued talking un- 
til the express messenger interrupted by 
bursting in and inquiring for the con- 
ductor. He had a package under his arm 
that contained the money he had picked up 


in his flight. 


“I told him the conductor had gone to 
Wilcox and he vamosed back-track in pur- 
sult. That messenger had been in a hold-up 
before and instead of waiting for the fel- 
lows to dynamite him, he grabbed up the 
day money, slipped through a car window 
and struck out for our car away back on 
the track. We were three miles or so from 


Wilcox. 


“The explosion when the robbers used 
their dynamite, was terrific, and after it 
Mexican dobies“ (dollars) rained down 
on the prairie all around the place. Every- 
body got them for souvenirs. I heard only 


one shot fired. 


‘“After that the fellows worked quite a 
Tou see, it was 
one of those new Wells-Fargo safes, that 
nobody, not even the messenger, can open. 
but they did it. They put a number of 
sticks of dynamite on top and piled bags 
of silver dollars on top to keep the force

SECOND OFFICER’S STATEMENT. 


The second officer of the Crathie said: 

It 
was my watch on deck, and I suddenly saw 
ahead of me three lights, and made out a 
steamer of light color, with two smoke- 
stacks, also painted a light color, coming 
toward us. It was impossible to escape 
a collision, although ten or a dozen yards 
more would have cleared us.

THE PILOT SAVES THEIR LIVES. 

LOWESTOFT (Eng.,) January 31.—The 
Wildflower is not distinguishable from the 
thousand smacks belonging to he herring 
fleet, of which she is No. 337. She has the 
usual two masts of the North Sea trawlers, 
carries immense nets and has a steam en- 
gine with which to haul them in. Her tiny 
cabin, in which the rescued passengers 
and crew of Elbe were cared for, is 
only about four feet long and four feet 
broad. The Wildflower’s cook was the 
first person to sight the mast of the Elbe's 
boat, and he called the attention of the 
smack’s skipper to it. When the smack 
rose on the crest of the next wave the 
boat was clearly seen about a mile away. 
The skipper of the Wildflower irimediately 
ordered the lubber hauled up and hot choc- 
olate to be prepared, as he had no doubt 
but that the boat contained shipwrecked 
people. He could see that the lifeboat's 
head was being kept to the sea in such a 
manner that the Wildflower would be able 
to save those on board. This handling, 
which undoubtedly saved the lives of all 
those who were taken from the boat, was 
owing to the fact that the English Trinity 
pilot was on board of her, and it is added 
that no one but such’ a man accustomed 
to the handling of small boats in heavy 

weather could have enabled her to live 
through such a sea. 

When the Wildflower got alongside the 
lifeboat, four men were dragged on board 
the smack, leaving the woman, Miss 
Boecker, and some of the others still in 
the boat. Skipper Wright of the Wild- 
flower, seeing Miss Boecker lying in the 
bottom of the boat partly covered with 
water, shouted to the Trinity pilot, “You 
are an Englishman; help the woman out!“ 
This was done, and the others waited. The 
occupants of the Elbe’s lifeboat were evi- 
dently in the last extremity, and were 
hardly able to control the sma!! craft as 
they were stiff with cold. Some idea of 
the weather experienced by the ship- 
wrecked-people may be gathered when it 
is added that salt water had frozen as it 
sprayed on board, and there was a foot 
of ice on the weather gunwale. 

The rescued officers of the Elbe started 
for London at 5:40. Before they left,.the 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
showed them the statement of Capt. Gor- 
don of the Crathie. Third Officer Stoll- 
berg promptly denied that no signals of 
distress were made from the Elbe. He 
added that red, white and blue rockets 
were fired after the collision, and they 
shot up so high in the air that it was im- 
possible for the Crathie not to see or to 
not understand them. A dispatch from 
Ramsgate this afternoon announces that 
the missing lifeboat of that port has re- 
turned after having been fifteen hours at 
sea looking for survivors of the Elbe. No 


wreckage was found, and people here be- 
lieve that the rockets seen by the Rams- 
gate lifesavers were those thrown up by 
the Elbe.

and other financial institutions, it would 
be a good idea to consider the advisability 
of providing that no savings bank should 
pay over 3 per cent. Interest on deposits. 
The law at present is to the effect that 


The consequence of this is that if one 
bank pays as much a8 5 per cent., the 
others all have to follow suit, or other- 
wise it is apparent that they could not 
compete, any more than could a merchant 
who offers goods for 4 dollar while his 
next-door neighbor is selling the identical 
article for 80 cents. Now, in these days, 
when rates of interest are no longer reck- 
oned ty the month, as they were in early 
times, but by the year, It is not so easy 
for a banking institution to earn enough 
to pay depositors 5 per cent. and leave a 
margin for expenses and a little profit for 
itself. To do this they have to let out 
their loans on real estate at a high rate 
of interest. The comsequence is that in 
the rustle between the Savings banks for 
loans it sometimes happens that securities 
are accepted which cammot be classed as 
altogether gilt-edged: Perhaps the Loan 
Committee of the bank treats matters that 
come before it in a pro forma manner and 
leaves the direction of affairs practically 
in the hands of thé manager. The latter 
is, of course, anxiolis to make a good 
showing for the bank, and is sometimes 
tempted to overstep the bonds of absolute 
safety. 

The entire system tends to make the 


security which the poor man is offered for 
his savings less complete than it should 


be. and at the same time to force men of 


moderate means to pay a higher rate of 
interest for loans Wien they obtain on 
their little homes than 1@ necessary. 
There is yet another bad feature of this 
system. It encourages the deposit of

A com- 
plete list of such articles would fill half 
a column of this paper. One of the first 
steps toward making a city prospérous is 
to make it as nearly as possible self- 
supporting, and while increasing produc- 
tion reduce the imports to a minimum.

It too 
often happens that persons who get these 
valuable franchises have no intention of 
building a road, but merely of holding 
the privilege for the purpose of gelling it 
out for the highest price they can get, 


does want to build a road. Why valuable 
rights should be given away “free, 
gratis for nothing,“ to the first unknown 
party who comes here from the outside 
and applies for them is not apparent to 
the average citizen. There certainly 
should always be some provision in such 
franchises that work is to be commenced 
without delay and pushed to completion 
within a reasonable time. As to the sell- 
ing of franchises under the new law, this, 
as e Times has previously remarked, is 
a great. farce. Nine times out of ten 
there is only one person or company who 
has any use for that particular franchise, 
at that particular time, and he, of course, 
— it at his own price.

Provision should be made 
for such cases as these, where a man 
can get work sufficient to assure him 
board and lodging without losing his 
self-respect. . Such a plan would be

establishment of barracks in Elysian 
Park, where men could work, say for 
a half day, for their board and lodg- 
ing, giving them a chance to look 
around for employment during the 
other half time. It would be an easy 
thing for the police to distinguish be- 
tween the worthy man out of employ- 
ment and the regular tramp. If any 
of the latter should creep into such an 


institution, they could soon be “Spot- | 


ted“ and placed where they belong— 
in the chain gang or the workhouse. 

The tramp problem is so compara- 
tively new in the United States that 
it is not surprising there is some con- 
fusion of ideas in regard to dealing 
with it. In the older countries of Eu- 
rope, where they have had the poor 
with them always, systems of dealing 
with this question have been evolved 
that appear to work very well, and 
from which Americans might possibly 
gather some useful hints. A recent 
official document on file in the State 
Department furnishes some informa- 
tion respecting the plan pursued in 
Germany in dealing with tramps—a 
plan which was rendered necessary 
by the inundation of German cities in 
1871 by discharged soldiers of the 

co-German war.

pending on charity, and thus losing 
his self-respect. It is certainly little 
to ask of this, the greatest and wealth- 
lest nation the sun ever shone upon, 
that it should insure every citizen 
Who is willing to work the means of 
keeping body and soul together. . 


A POPULAR LOAN. 


The embarrassing “predicament” in 
which the administration finds itself, 
as a consequence of its own blunder- 
ing and mismanagement, appears to 
leave no present alternative bub an- 
other issue of bonds.

made up by borrowing! money. Any 
business, private or public, Which 
is conducted on borrowed capital must 
necessarily be conducted at a disad- 
vantage, it is true. But that is neither 


a “predicament” which now confronts 
us “like a house a-fire,”.and there 
seems to be nothing left to do but to 
call out the machine. 

If, then, there must be ‘another 
loan, let it be a popular loan. If 
the government must borrow more 
money, by all means let it bor- 
row money from the people at 
large, instead of from the money- 
changers of Wail street or of Europe. 
Let our own people provide the gov- 
ernmenf with the money it needs, and 
let them get the interest on the loans. 
The government’s credit is still good, 
notwithstanding Democratic misman- 
agement. A loan of almost any amount 
could be floated among the people, pro- 
vided the bonds offered were of small 
enough denominations to allow of their 
purchase by men and women of moder- 
ate means, who have a few surplus dol- 
lars for which they are seeking per- 
manent and safe investment. The say- 
ings banks of the land are overflowing 
with the savings of prudent and thrifty 
people, who would be glad to invest 
their small means in government bonds 
at 3 per cent. interest. If the govern- 
ment is to pay out seven or eight hun- 
dred millions of dollars in interest, let 


the money be paid to these deserving 


people, who constitute the “bone and 
sinew,” the life-blood and ‘the hope of 
of the nation. 15 

The recent bond put 
forth in such manner as to be avail- 
able only to capitalists, and have con- 
sequently been gobbled up. by. the great 
banking syndicates, and in part resold 
at a sharp advance over the purchase 
price. If profits are thus to be realized, 
let the people realize them. If there is 
to be traffic in the nation’s credit, let 
the people of the nation come in on 
the ground floor. 

Under the plan 6 by Mr. 
Cleveland, bonds would be issued by 
the Secretary of the Treasury in de- 
nominations of $20 and $50 and mul- 
tiples thereof. Care should be taken 
that the supply of bonds of the lower 
denominations is sufficient to meet the 
demand. It might be well to limit the 
number or amount of such bonds to be 
sold to any one individual. It would 
be far better to place $100,000,000 in 
the hands of 1,000,000 persons than to 
place that amount in the hands of an 
individual or a wealthy syndicate. Of 
course it would be necessary to have 
some. bonds of large denomination; but 
even these might be placed judiciously, 
and so as to avoid the absorption of the 
whole issue in the hands of a compara- 
tively small number of persons. A 
clause limiting the number of bonds of 
each denomination to be sold to any 
ohe person or corporation might accom- 
plish the desired result. 

A popular loan of the kind referred 
to would unquestionably be popular in 
the literal and fullest sense of the: 
word. It would furnish a safe, simple 
and fairly profitable medium of invest- 
ment for small investors. Coupons at 


7 tached to the bonds would indicate the 


aun of interest due at any date, and 
would gauge the exact commercial 
value of the bonds, They would be 
readily available for collateral security. 
They would be transferrable, and 


) could be used interchangeably as cash 


in real estate or other business trans 
actions. In fact, the persons holding 
them would have on hand a fund as 
good as cash, which could be drawn 
upon, in any emergency, for invest- 
ment or for cufrent expenses, as the 
bonds would always be marketable 
and interchangeable at their face val- | 
uation, plus accrued interest. The 
bonds might be disposed of through 
the various government agencies— 
perhaps, as has been heretofore sug- 
gested, through the postoffices. 

The advantages of a popular ‘loan, 


in brief, gre numerous and obvious, 


with no material disadvantages. 
While it is not good governmental 
policy for the nation to be obliged to 


all means, if money must ‘be bor- 
rowed, let the people be given a 
chance to loan it, and to clip the cou- 
pons. 


Bills have been introduced in the 
Legislature by Senator Denison and 
Assemblyman Brusie for the purpose 
of increasing the effectiveness of the 
laws against cruelty to animals. It 
seems that, under the present laws, 
there is no well-defined authority for 
taking from an owner or possessor 
any old, diseased and incurable ani- 
mal, when such owner or possessor 
refuses to give it up. It is proposed 
to remedy this defect by providing 
for the citing of such owner or pos- 
sessor before a magistrate and com- 
pelling him to show cause, within 
reasonable time, why the animal 
should not be killed. The objection to 
this plan is that there is too much 
red tape about it. It would be better 
to invest humane. officers with discre- 
tionary power to kill suffering ani- 
mals, when they deem such a course 
necessary, and provide for paying 
damages afterward, if itcan be shown 
that the owner has suffered damage. 
A suffering and incurable animal 
should not be allowed to suffer a mo- 


sary. The law should also make it 
obligatory upon humane officers and 
police officers, where there is no Hu- 
mane Society, to take prompt action 


in cases of this kind.

The stated object of the new $500,- 
000,000 bond issue which Mr. Cleve 
d asks Congress to authorize is to 
maintain the gold reserve and provide

Now, the gold reserve is maintained 
principally for the redemption of the 
legal tenders, of which about $350,.000,- 
000 are outstanding, and the Sherman 
notes, amounting to $150,000,000, which 
latter are also backed by silver bull- 
ion in the treasury. It seems not to 
have occurred to the President and his 
coterte of financial advisers that, if 
these $500,000,000 of demand notes 
were canceled, there would be compar- 
atively little need for a gold reserve, as 
there would be no notes of the govern- 
ment outstanding upon which gold 
could be demanded. It would cer. 
tainly not be necessary to compel the 
payment of import duties in gold, as 
the government would have very little 
need for gold in current transactions. 


, The Sacramento Bee says that the

: Senators Ford of Nevada, Ship- | rious classrooms, Prof. Pierce in a short 
address and in the briefest possible man- 


ner set out the needs of the Normal 
School. It has been growing so rapidly 
as to far exceed the ability of those in 
charge to properly administer it. ‘There 
are eight rooms,” said Prof. Pierce, that 
are not even furnished. A sustaining 
wall is needed on the south side, but that, 
in the face of more pressing needs, we 
do not ask for. In the chemical labora- 
tory the apparatus is wholly - inefficient, 
and in the physical laboratory the appara- 
tus is not even worthy of mention. There 
are 150 pupils studying in physics, and 
there is inferior apparatus for ten. For 
the procuring of this necessary furniture 
and apparatus we are asking an appro- 
vriation of only’ $5000. 

“With regard to the vantilating and 
heating of the old portion of the build- 
ing. it has been condemned by the State 
Board of Health, and it is an urgent nec- 
essity that the system of the new build- 
ine be extend throughout the entire 
building. For this work we are asking 
an appropriation of $6500. | 

„Regarding the general appropriation 
there has existed some misconception. 
Two years ago an appropriation of $45,900 
was made for the last fiscal year, and the 
one now current. Through an oversight 
no extra appropriation was allowed for 
the additional expenses incurred in build- 
ing, and so what at first glance appeurs as 
a deficiency of $13,500, is not really 80, as 
this extra amount was granted on appeal 
to the Board of Examiners, and will be 
fully met if confirmed by your report. 
But still we are cram and the school 
is increasing, and if the recommendations 
of Comptroller Colgan should be adopted 
and only $75,000 appropriated then we 
would be forced to discharge some of our 
teachers and shut the doors against many 
students seeking admission. Most sadly 
do we need $90,000, and this sum we sir- 
cerely trust will be appropriated by the 
Legislature." 

Some informal discussion followed the 
statement of Prof. Pierce, several of 
the committeemen comparing the Los 
Angeles Norman School with similar 
schools at San José and other cities. Prof. 
Pierce explained that four years ago the 
wants of San Jose and Chico were at- 
tended to and Los Angeles went short. 
He drew attention to the fact that the 
Los Angeles school has twice as many, 
pupils as the Chico one and can compare 
with San Jose for, including the scholars 
in the training school on the roll of the 
Normal School, there are very nearly one 
thousand pupils. And while San Jose asks 
for an apropriation of $102,000, Los An- 


Seles asks for only $90,000. In response to 
à question Prof. Pierce stated that the cost

An Ideal Saloon. 
EXTENSIVE ADVICE TO COUNCILMAN 
SNYDER. 


Councilman Snyder a lengthy letter, giv- 
ing advice about the management of the 
city government. The comiununication 
urges industrial education, the planting of 
olive and other fruit trees in the parks 
and, besides these, the letter, among other 
things, says: 

“The liquor traffic has been one of my 
themes for several years. I am anxious 
and hope you will do all in your power 
to take the sale of intoxicants out of the 
hands of parties who have a private gain 
or profit from its sale, and either estab- 
lish the Gothenberg system sr, I believe, 
even better, the city appoint a committee 
to establish ideal saloons. 

“My ideal saloon belongs to the city. 
The manager and his help are paid a 
salary for serving the public with intox- 


provide they shall not be soli to minors, 
habitual drunkards or any one whose 
wife or mother demands intoxicants sha:l 
not be sold to. No treating should be 
allowed. This might be easily prevented 
by having a cashier who takes the name 
of every person wanting a drink and fur- 
nishes the purchaser with a ticket caliing 
for the intoxicant he desires; and not 
more than ene ticket shall be sold to the 
same person within a fixed period. 

„When the barkeeper is an officer of 
the city, and the retaining of his position | 

nds upon his strict observance off 
rules, then only can the sale of liquor be 
controlled. My ideal saloon would not be 
a place for the sale of intoxicating drinks 
only. A beautiful soda fountain would 
have a prominent position, and lunches, 
hot coffee, etc., in the line of temperance 
drinks, would ibe ithe only articles the sale 
of which would be displayed. 

“Liquor should be kept out ot sight, 
and produced only when a ticket is pre- 
sented. . . The profits of the non-in- 
toxicating drinks would be divided among 
the officers. You can imagine that the 
officers would do all im their power to 
sell other articles instead of liquor, and 
their friends would often take the other 
articles instead. 

“TI inclose two clippings from The Times, 
containing articles on ‘Drink Roads of Nor- 
way’ and ‘Sweden's Liquor Laws.’ I. be- 
Heve the profits should first go to pay 
the cost of curing drunkards, and to the 


suppert of their families, when meces- 
sary.”
